British Ship 
Rescues 
Norwegian Crew 


Glasgow, Jan. 1. 

The British weather ship 
“Recorder” rescued all the crew 
—elght officers and 20 ratings 
—from a_i sinking Norwegian 
steamer, the “Veni,” 2,982 tons, 
30-miles west of the Scottlsh 
island of Colonsay, Argylishire, 
early today, - ‘ 

The Norwegian ship ‘in a 
radio message shortly. after 
midnight last night reported it 
was sinking west of Colonsay 
and that the weather ship was 
racing to its aid.
